Advices from Vienna state that it was 
understood these, that the Emperor ot 
Austria was about to visit Warsaw, where 
he was to have another conlerence with 
the Emperor of Russia on the Eastern 
question. 

The successes of the Turks on the Dan¬ 
ube have alarmed the Emperor of Aus¬ 
tria, and are said to be the occasion ofiiis 
visit to Warsaw. 

Austrian officials have been committing 
another outrage on a subject of tin* United 
States—the Rev. Janies Cook Richmond, 
“proshy terot the Anglo-Catholic Church,” 
and one of the correspondents ot the Daily 
News. After setting the police to watch 
him, and causing anonvmout letters lo be 
written to him, on the 25ih of December 
he was waited on bv the commander ol 
the gendarmes at K* cskemet,in Hungary, 
who intimated that he had orders from the 
highest authorities in Hungary to subject 
the whole of Mr. Richmond's personal ef- 
k oi- to e -amina:ion. 

Tiie result of these orders was, t at be¬ 
tween four and live o'clock on the morn¬ 
ing of the 28th, he wrs roused from his 
bed by a gendarme, who compelled him 
to k a' u Kecskemet in a jolty wagon, and, 
amidst a violent snow storm, and over 
frozen roads, conveyed him to Eelegy- 
haza. There he arrived two hours before 
the midday train, by which he had volun- 
tarih promised to leave, but so exhausted 
that he could not continue his journey. 

At night he hoped to rest; but three 
gendarmes burst into his room,and threat- 
c ed to shoot tiim if he did not rise, lie 
remonstrated, showed his pa^spor's, cov¬ 
ered with signatures ot Austrian ambassa- 
dors, and pointed to the word “America;”

DEATH OF GEORGE KERR

H e are pained and grieved beyond ex- j 
pression, by the unexpected tidings re- . 
ceived on Wednesday night, that George 
Kerr, the brave, generous and true, had | 
been snick-u by tin- grim angel of death. , 
and was reposing within the narrow con- < 
lines ol'die grave. In common with thou i 
sands of others, we knew Mr. Kerr inti- | 
matcly, both in social and business rela¬ 
tions-. We knew his pure nobility of soul • 
—his un-.werv ing integrity, and love ol 
justice; we knew Ins almost womanly 
kindness of heart; we knew his truth, ami 
we knew le, welt rein mb-red experience 
his warm thougli unostentatious friend¬ 
ship. Seldom is the requiem of sorrow 
founded over the d» mise of a belter man, 
or a more perfect prince of nature, 
than George Kerr. 

Some live or six weeks ago, when 
at Benicia, it was discovered that Mr 
Kerr labored at intervals under slight 
mental derangement. Although sorely 
troubled and anxious, his frit nds thought 
it advisable not to adopt any particu’ar 
medical i'euvdy, until week before last, 
w hen the ailliction had increased to posi¬ 
tive insanity. He was then removed to 
tue Insane Asylum at Stockton, where for 
a time appearances iudicat* d speedy re¬ 
covery. But, alas! Providence had other 
wise ordained. Early on Saturday last, 
he was suddenly seized with spasms, 
wnich continued to increase in violence 
ec.il -1 o’clock the following morning, 
wb- - he died. 

Even attention, that the physicians ar d 
the worthy matron ot the Asylum could 
pay him, was rendered.

WATER FACILITIES. 

We cannot too strongly impress upon I 
our citizens, the vital importance of se¬ 
curing an adequate and uniform supply 1 
of water for mining purposes; neither can 1 
we appear to earnest in directing the care- - 
tul attention ot capitalists at San Francis- 1 
co, and elsewhere, to the perfect feasi¬ 
bility of the project,and the largj returns ' 
such a work, even w hen half completed, 
would afford to its projectors and share¬ 
holders.

L E Morgan and Co exhibited in the Hall a 
most superb and highly finished clipper or prai¬ 
rie plow', cutting a 16-inch furrow, reflecting 
great credit upon the workmen in the several 
departments of their manufactory in the con¬ 
struction of their plows; also a most beautiful 
model, a miniature plow, that was exhibited upon 
1 the table in the Hall, and attracted much at¬ 
tention.

9 he various steel plows from Mes-r* Morgan 
and Go, were such as to give pleasure in their 
examination, and the committee find them manu¬ 
factured in the most satisfactory manner, and 
most creditable to the proprietors. From the 
abundant testimony before the committee, they 
are satisfied of their being the very best plows, 
and most thoroughly made, and plows that give 
greater satisfaction than any other steel plow in 
the country. 

The committee, in view of the facts before 
them of the high merit and most excellent repu¬ 
tation of their real worth, award to E E Mor¬ 
gan and Co, the premium prize, a silver plate, 
valued at 8100. 

The committee hope that with another year, 
many new varieties of plows, adapted to all forms 
of culture, the side-hill, the sub-soil and deep- 
tiller, will be manufactured by oar citizens, and 
thus retain at home the wealth of our State for 
the real benefit of our people.
